It left the impressiou on ev- 
ery one that read it that he 
died while drunk on wood 
alcohol, so it becomes my painful 
duty to bring his name before the 
public once more. It is a duty I 
owe to his loving memory, to 
wife and chilren and to his rela- 
tions and many friends. I v 
every one that may read this to 
know that he did not die drunk, 
but perfectly sober. My son 
bought the wool alcohol Tuesday 
night of the election, but did not 
know it was dangerous. He re- 
mained in tawn until about 12 
o'clock that night to hear the re- 
turns of the election. When he 
came home he was not drunk nor 
had he ever been drunk ou the 
poisonous stntf. lie took some t>f 
Wednesday morning, but 
tasted it again, for his wife 
from him: nor did he ever 
any thing intoxicating after 
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Tuesday evening about 4 o'clock 
that it was the first ho ever drunk, 
but thought it was same as other 
alcohol. The man who furnished 
the poison is as guilty of his mur- 
the man who killed Qoebel.

Only one opinion can be given as to 
the German National Bank defalcation 
Newport. That a mere bookkeeper 
could steal 8201,000 from an instution 
a capital of only $100,000 and a 
surplus of but $50,000. could maintain 
racing stables, bet on the elections and 
be active in politics, shows that the 
managers of the bank were negligent 
to an astouishiug degree. In such a 
small city Brown's mode of life must 
have been well known, and the most 
ordinary watchfulness over the book- 
keeper's accounts should have reveal- 
ed his robberies long ago. That the

?xteut. The only thorough ex- 
that can be made of a bank's 
affairs is one in which each asset is 
looked into and the accounts of all its 
customers compared. To do this would 
lake mure time than a Government 
ollicial in charge of many bank exami- 
nations could spare unless he had rea- 
son for suspicion. But that the cash- 
ier and other executive officers of the 
oank should have passed unnoticed the 
discrepancies that must have appeared 
in Brown's accounts is preposterous, 
especially as he was absent for long 
periods of time. 

In the last resort in banks as in all 
the affairs of life, reliance must be 
placed in a man's honesty. Unless men 
are honest, tbey will make use of some 
of the unlimited opportunities for 
theft and plunder. However, in posi- 
tions of trust, the honesty of men can 
not be accepted without the ordinary 
safeguards that prudence suggests. A 
bank officer who lives beyond his in- 
come to the extent that Brown did 
has forfeited the right to be trusted, 
lie should have beea required to leave 
the bank even if his accounts had been 
all right, as any prudent banker would 
say. No well managed institution, it 
is hard to think, would have permitt- 
ed such thefts without discovery long 
ago. 

Bad management is responsible for 
the extent to which this defalcation 
went, though good management might 
not have prevented it altogether.

Jesse Jame's Widow Dead . 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. la.— Mrs. Zc- 
relder James, a widow of Jesse James, 
the outlaw, and mother of Jesse 
James, Jr., died at her home in this 
city this morning. In January of this 
year Mrs. James was attacked by the 
grip. Complications developed, and 
she had been confined to her bed al- 
most continuously since she iirst be- 
came ill. The body will be placed in a 
vault pending removal to Kearney, in 
Clay county, the old home of the 
re Jesse James was bur- 



Mrs. Jesse James would never talk 
to any one of the days when her hus- 
band was an outlaw with a price on 
his head. 

For years after she married she was 
kebt moving around over the country 
always under an assumed name, her 
true name being hidden even from the 
children, and living in constant dread 
and anxiety while her husband was 
away on maruding expeditions. 

While James was pursued as an out- 
law he and his wife and children lived 
in this city under assumed names. 
Those days were full of sore trials for 
the wife, but Mrs. Samuels says she 
never complained. It is well known 
that Jesse James bad a strong affec- 
tion for his wife and children, and she 
had a strong influence over him. Peo- 
ple who were close to the family in 
those days say that she tried to per- 
suade her husband to abandon his rov- 
ing and robbing and go away w ith his 
family to some remote part of the 
country or to a foreign country and 
live a new life under a new name. 
This the bandit determined to do as 
as he could make one more "big 
stake."

Her son-, who remembers it distinctly, 
tells of it as follows: 

The morning my father was killed 
'■ had just tiuiahed breakfast. 1 
ard from the tront room the loud

my mother was down upon her knees 
f his side and was crying bitterly." 
Mrs. James was a member of the 
Methodist Church.

to the day of her death. Shesent

school.

She refused large offers from publish- 
of sensational books for a life of 
Jesse James. Once when a represen- 
tative of a rich company of theatrical 
managers came to her to try to per- 
suade her to consent that her boy go 
the stage as the hero in a border 
drama, she refused. 
She sent her children to school. Her 
in Jesse went to school till he was old 
enough to go to work. Her daughter 
Marv graduated from the High School 
and received a good musical education. 

e dressed always in black. She 
never went upon the street without a 
widow's veil. In the parlor of her 
home a crayon portrait of her husband 
stood on an easel. She was a remark- 
ably quiet woman, not given to talk or 
gossip. She was a home-staying anda 
home-loving woman, who led a Cnrlst- 
ian life in her home and set a good ex. 
pie to her children.

He seems to heai 
what you told him, but as a mat- 
ter of fact he doeBii't. Half the 
things you tell him to do he for- 
gets and a lot of the rest he gets 
wrong. For a day after he gets 
through his errands you have com- 
plaints coming iu from people who 
gets bundles that they didn't or- 
der and who din't get the things 
they did order. Others are kick- 
ing because they failed to get or- 
ders filled with either the things 
they ordered or with the things 
they didn't.

Washington, Nov. 15. — A case will be 
called in the Supreme Court of the 
V'nited States to-day which may knock 
every prop that upholds the Presi- 
dent's Porto Rican policy. It strikes 
at the legality of the tifteen per 
levied by the existing tariff upon prod- 
ucts from that island and seeks to af- 
firm the doctrine that Porto Rico is by- 
cession and the act of Congress which 
has legislated for it, an integral part 
of the L'nited States, 
In every case affecting Porto Rico so 
the courts have avoided 
ion the essential question 
involved, but lawyers of high standing 
believe that in the preseut action the 
ital question cannot be set aside and 
.uopiniou handed d >wn ou a collat-

place where two young Confederate 
soldiers named Hamilton and Berry 
were brought from the military prison 
at Louisville and shot to death during 
. the war by order of Gen, John M. Pal- 
mer, (the late uulamented goldbug 
candidate for President.) who had su- 
perseded Burbridge, the bloody butch- 
er, in retaliation for thedeath of John 
1'.. Jones, a Union man who was killed 
by guerillas at his home where Mrs. 
Dr. Hughes now resides. Major, (af- 
file Secretary of the Treasury under 
President (Iraut. commanded the 
squad of soldiers who did the shooting. 
It is said by those who witnessed the 
tragedy that tbe youngest soldier, a 
mere boy, begged them pitcously not 
to shoot him in tbe face. After the 
smoke had cleared away tbe eldest was 
found riddled with bullets and the 
young soldier was writhing in agony. 
Then the bloody Major Bristow walk- 
ed up to his unfortunate victim and 
coolly lired five pistol : sliots into his 
face. They were left where they had 
been murdered, for s the citizens to* 
bury. Their remains were removed to 
a residence in Bloomlield. Col. Isaac 
Stone, an ardent Southern man, bought 
two handsome colllns and had the two 
Southern heroes laid away in the little 
city of the dead at Bloomtield. It is 
said that the bloodstains can be seen 
on the floor of that house to-day. It 
is said that the shooting of these two 
soldiers at Bloomtield defeated Major 
B. H. Bristow before the Cincinnati 
convention in lsTti, for the Presidency, 
and Uiat the streets of Cincinnati 
were Hooded with circulars giving a 
graphic account of the death of these 
soldiers — Bloomtield Sentinel.
